Congratulations  on  reaching  this  amazing  milestone.  I  had  been  going  back  and  forth  on  how 
to  write  this  letter... a  letter  to  my  fellow  graduates.  While  thinking  about  this  letter,  it  reminded 
me  of  one  specific  day.  Throughout  the  year  I  had  the  opportunity  to  intern  in  New  York,  one  of 
the  biggest  cities  in  the  world.  The  big  city  life  was  completely  different  from  the  small  rural  life 
that  we  have  become  accustomed  to  here  at  Montclair  State  University. 

Montclair  State,  a  school  of  roughly  18,000  students,  seems  miniscule  compared  to  a  city  like 

New  York.  In  the  city,  at  times  I  felt  uncomfortable.  I  was  seeing  many  faces,  most  of  which  I 

had  never  seen  before  and  will  never  see  again.

We  connected  through  our  appreciation  for  MSU,  and  that  is  an  appreciation  that  I  do  not 

believe  will  die  any  time  soon. 

No  matter  where  we  go,  no  matter  how  big  or  small  the  city  or  community  that  we  live  in,  we 

will  always  be  connected  to  MSU.  The  people  that  we  met  here,  the  friends  that  we  made  and 

even  the  people  who  were  here  before  us  are  all  interconnected  in  a  web  that  cannot  be 

described  with  words.  MSU  is  our  home,  and  we  may  move  to  other  parts  of  the  world,  but 

MSU  is  the  one  bond  that  connects  us  all  for  the  rest  of  our  lives. 

Remember  that  as  you  venture  out  onto  your  own  journeys.  Stay  connected  to  each  other  and 

never  forget  the  school  that  you  came  from.  Be  brave,  be  adventurous  and  be  proud  of 

Montclair  State.  Our  school  has  served  us  well. 

Members  of  the  graduating  senior  class,  it  is  my  sincere  hope  that  during  your  time  here  you 
have  learned  to  embrace  authentic  progress,  to  welcome  change,  to  anticipate  the  future  with 
eager  minds  and  open  hearts.
